THE COUNTY FAIR. . PREMIUM LIST INCREASED. 
By JOHN P. McGAW. 
(Secy. Columbia, Tenn., Fair.) 


Georgetown, Ky., July 4.—The Scott County 
Fair has largely increased its premium list, and 
added many new rings for this year. A big 
poultry show will be a feature. Many free 
attractions are being booked. A grand fireworks 
display will be given each night. 


The county fair as an educational institution 
since its inception in this country, dates back 
almost a century. It came at a time when there 
were no agricultural experiment stations, the 
Government had no bureau of animal industry, 
the county fair therefore, must be given due 
credit for the splendid system of agricultural 
training of today—in almost every state in the 
union. From them the farmer had to get his 
ideas of the best types of horses and cattle to 
breed from. ‘There are many leading breeders 
who received their first inspiration at the 
county fair, and this is also true of many of 
our trainers and drivers of national repute. 
That grand old man, E. F. Geers, the ‘‘silent 
man of the turf,’’ laid the foundation for his 
wonderful career right here in Maury County, 
training and racing at the county fairs. 

We are in hearty sympathy with The Bill- 
board in the effort to bring about the import- 
ance of the amusement features of the modern 
county fair. To give your readers our ideas 
on this subject as briefly as possible, we will 
outline the policy upon which the Tennessee Fair 
Association is governed, with apologies for ref_r- 
ing to ourselves.

LETTER 


Appearances Are All for a Tremendous Season of 
Success in the British Metropolis Despite the 
Set-back Caused by King Edward’s Death. | 


T appears that I was somewhat too 
optimistic in what I said last week 


in regard to the way amusements 
were to make a big spurt here this 
summer despite the tremendous set- 
back they received by the death of 
King Edward. A wave of exceed 
ingly sultry weather has once more taken all 
the life out of the theatre business, and people 
have been driven out of doors once more. Of 
course this is fine for the outdoor shows and as 


there happens to be only one at present in Lon- 
don of any account—the Japan-British Exhibi- 
tion, this, of course is prospering exceedingly. 
Theatres, on the other hand, have been, with 
one or two exceptions, almost empty, and I am 
afraid that the signs of the end of the present 


season are now too evident to be overlooked, 
and all interest is transferred to what the au 
tumn promises to bring forth. The season, so 


far as the production of new plays is concerned, 


is at an end, and the fifty or sixty odd dramas 
and comedies that have been announced since 
last summer, are postponed, shelved or forgot- 
ten. 


One new play, In Glass Houses, adapted from 
M. Paul Hervien’s Paris Connais Toi, 
has been produced here within the last few days,

and although it received a good reception, it 
can hardly, in its present form. be ; 
a great work. In adapting the scenes from 
France to England, and in eliminating features 
which perhaps would not go with an English 
audience, the author has managed to take must 
of the life out of the piece and turn it inte 
one of the most conventional stories ever writ 
ten for the English stage. 

Flirtations have been going on between Cap 
tain Bernard O’Brien and Lady Carteret, wife 
of General Sir Paul Carteret. The General Is 
a hard, despotic man, scrupulously upright and 
just, but pittiless to the failings and frailties 
of others Believing that Captain O’Brien has 
indulged in an immoral intrigue with a Mrs.

Carteret, the General's own son Why O'Brien 
should consent to take the Quixotic course he 
does is difficult to explain, but in any case 
he prepares to go abroad. But Lady Carteret up- 
sets the whole arrangement. She secures from 
O’Brien an avowal of his innocence, and out of 
the declaration comes the revelation of their 
mutual love. At the same time she thinks that 
O’Brien, for his own sake, had better go abroad. 
John Carteret, however, at the last moment, 
tells the truth, and curiously enough, when this 
has happened, the General finds no reason why 
he should sacrifice himself by marrying Mrs. 
Goring. or why he should leave the country. His 
general attitude towards others breaks right 
down where his own parental feelings are con 
cerned, All the same, the blow is a crushing 
one to him, and there comes to him a still more 
crushing blow, when, in the last act, he finds 
his wife and O’Brien together under compromis 
ing circumstances.

ighty cars in less than two hours. If they 
had had a few circus men at Tampa, Pa., dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war, do you think

travels abroad, that they might learn the pre

The showmen of America 
constitute without any doubt the most progres 
sive and aggressive body of business men to be 
found in any one line of business in the United 
States. We are twenty years ahead of the rest 
of the business world in the art of advertising: 
in fact, we have taught the rest of the world 
how to advertise; as we excel in this line so do 
we excel in others.

Such action as that makes my blood boll, and 
is enough to make Washington and Jefferson turn 
in their graves, to think that a man who has 
spent half his life in the conducting of a legit 
imate business, should be driven out of it by 
the despotic action of a city council, whose real 
mission should be to protect life, health end 
property, and encourage business enterprise and 
industry. If a man invests thousands of dollars 
in the construction of an opera house, and pays 
taxes on the assessed valuation then it is dou 
ble taxation to compel him to pay a lcense for 
running shows In sald opera house: or if a man 
invests his money in a hotel bu ilding and pays 
taxes on the assessed valuation, it is unjust to 
demand a license for conducting a hotel bust- 
ness in sald building. It would be just as rea 
sonable to demand a farmer to pay an occupa- 
tion or license tax on the number of acres he 
has in cultivation in addition to the assessed 
valuation of his farm, as to charge a hotel man

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AT PEACE NOW 


Warring Independent Factions Hang up the Flag of 
Truce, Bury the Hatchet and Decide Upon 
a Cooperative Plan of Operation. 


The warring factions of the independent mov- 
ing picture interests, after weeks spent in 
criminations and recriminations have finally 
decided to bury the hatchet and to work in peace 
and harmony for the good of the cause. 

It is stated that it was the attitude taken by 
Mr. R. A, Bockman, president of the N. I. M. 
P. A., and Mr. Plough, o fthe Anti-Trust Film 
Company, of Chicago, that led up to the con- 
solidation of interests. 


When Bockman and Plough asserted themselves 


on Monday, it was with a Missouri-like expres 
sion of countenances. They wanted to be 
“shown’’ why the exchanges should be put in 


juxtaposition to the warring elements, and they 
receive the butt of the warfare. Mr. Bockman 
stated very plainly that he came East to get 
at the seat of the trouble and, if it were among 
the range of human possibilities, he will strive 


to do his utmost to apply measures, amicable 
or otherwise, to eliminate the chaotic condition 
of the independent field. 


A meeting was called at the office of the 
American Kinograph Company, at which were 
present all the manufacturers of the Independ- 
ent Association of Manufacturers and Messrs, 


Bockman and Plough. After considerable dis- 
cussion, a tentative proposition was arrived at 
and Mr. I. G. Oes, of the Great Northern Com- 
pany, was appointed minister extraordinary to 


confer with the Sales Company on the advisabil- 
ity of getting together on the proposition that 
the independent manufacturers had framed up. 

A call to arms from the office of Mr. A. Kes- 
sel brought the powers that be of the Sales 
Company in conference. A hasty meeting took 
place at the office of the New York Motion Pic- 
ture Company, and after considerable talk it 
was decided to have the allied interests meet 
Monday evening at the office of the American 
Kinograph Company. 

Promptly at eight o’clock on Monday the fac- 
tions lined up for battle, which waged with 
becoming or unbecoming ardor on both sides 
until long after the chanticleer had heralded the 
approach of another morn, and still the end 
was not in sight. More talk and more becoming 
and unbecoming characterizations followed until, 
at 2:30 p. m., tired nature asserted itself and 
the meeting was adjourned until the following 
day with nothing definite having been decided 
upon. 

Tuesday was spent in skirmishing, but nothing 
fatal took place until Tuesday evening, when 
a meeting was called of the insurgents, at which 
it was decided that the following proposition 
should be submitted to the Sales Company, to 
take or reject. The proposition was as fol- 
lows: 

That the Sales Company abandon their pres- 
ent charter and apply to the Secretary of State 
for a new charter that would make them more 
of a fraternal and benevolent organization and 
would cover ground on which the different in- 
terests would meet on a more equitable footing. 
The insurgents decided by ballot the names of 
the parties to submit this to the Sales Company, 
and who were to act in the capacity of directors 
in the new company which they hoped would be 
formed The names of these stalwarts were 
Messrs. Oes, McGee, Thanhouser, Whyte, Horsley 
ami I. G. Ullman, of the Columbia Film Com- 
pany. 

This body marched to the offices of the New 
York Motion Picture Company and submitted 
their proposition to the members thereof and 
the armistice was signed. A tentative agree- 
ment which had been drawn up by the insurgents 
was handed to the directing powers of the Sales 
Company, who asked permission to zo into ex- 
ecutive session and they would report as quickly 
as possible on the proposition submitted. After 
a wait of an hour, during which the insurgents 
braved the heat, the committee of the Sales 
Company reported that they had carefully, seri- 
ously and conscientiously gone over the names 
of each of the directors submitted by the asso- 
ciated manufacturers and they were satisfied 
with all save one, namely, Mr. Arthur G. Whrte. 

On this announcement order at once became 
chacs. The young Napoleon jumped into the 
breach and, in a passionate speech, told of his 
labors in the field of independence; how illy they 
had been requited and ended up by a melo- 
dramatic oration, in which he most severely 
arraigned the directing powers of the Sales Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Whyte’s remarks did not meet with the 
approbation of either the Sales Company or his 
own constituents who, at first, were ready to 
champion his cause and stood ready to defend 
him, resented Mr. Whyte’s action in taking up 
the cudjels in his own defence. Having selected 
him as one of their directors, they rather in 
ferred the right of defence rested upon them, 
60, accordingly, they demanded the right to do 
a little executive sessioning on their own ac 
count, with the result that Mr. Whyte is saic 
to have resigned in favor of Mr. Harry Raver, 
of the Motograph Company, of Baltimore. 

The Sales Company, with 
success, announced to the 
turers that the following 
stitute their board of directors: Messrs. Bow- 
man, Powers, Swanson, Steiner, Miles and 
Laemmle; that they would comply with all the 
conditions of the agreement and would immedi- 
ately make application to the Secretary of 
State for a new charter, under the new condi 
tions. It is understood that, under the terms 
of the agreement, the Sales Company will Ip 
the future act as a disbursing company for each 
and all manufacturers, that remittances will be 
Made to the companies direct, that all shipments 
will be made C. O. D., with privilege of exam 
ination, that the board of directors will consist 
of twelve—six from each organization—and that 
the recent agreement made with the Columbia 
Phonograph Company. covering the Bianchi cam- 
era, will be left to the discretion of the various 
companies to fix with the Columbia Company 
as individuals, and not as an autherizel body 
officers of the Sales Company having re- 
signed, the board of directors is to elect an- 
Other set.

COLORED PHOTOGRAPHY. 


With the coming through the Custom House 
of the first color machines of the Urban-Smith 


Kinemacolor type, it looks as if the time had 
arrived when colored photography will be seen 
as an attraction at some of the American the- 
atres and music halls. 

Messrs. Aymar and Bacon, of Allentown, Pa., 
are the peope who havel had the temerity to 
sign a contract with the London Kinemacolor 
Company, to exploit the Urban-Smith process tu 
this country. It is the intention of these gen- 
tlemen for the present to content themselves 
with importing film from the other side, but 
the process is such that wherever installed it 
will require a special projecung machine and 
they have been importing these machines—the 
first of which to arrive in this country during 
the current week. 

In a talk with Mr. Aymar, he seemed very 
enthusiastic over the possibility of Kinemacolor 
in the United States. He said it was the in- 
tention of his associates and himself to build a 
factory at Allentown for the production of col- 
ored photography, and that work would be com- 
menced at a very early date. He expressed the 
idea that Kinemacolor having started, would 
very rapidly replace black and white photog- 
raphy, and he expected that his company would 
have more business offered them than they 
would be able to take care of. 

Asked if he had a license from the Patents 
Company, Mr. Aymar said, no, nor did he 
expect to apply for one; that he was perfectly 
independent of the Patents Company, or any 
other moving picture rganization; that the 
Kinemacolor was big enough and great enough 
to go it alone, and these were the lines he pro- 
posed working on. 


In the presentment of the Grand Jury for 
the City of New York, which was recently 
made public, the following criticism and recom- 


mendations were made: In re Moving Picture 
Shows: ‘In this connection mention should be 
made of the moving picture shows as furnish- 


ing to this class of persons an opportunity for 
leading girls into a life of shame These shows 
naturally attract large numbers of children, and 
while the law provides that no child under the 
age of sixteen shall be allowed to attend them 
unaccompanied by parent or guardian, it is a 
fact, as shown by a number of arrests and 
convictions, that the law is frequently vio- 
lated. Evidence upon which indictments have 
been found and convictions subsequently secured 
has been given, which shows that in spite of the 
activities of the authorities in watching these 
places, many girls owe their ruin to frequenting 
them. 

“The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children has furnished statistics showing 
that since December 13, 1906, thirty-three cases 
of assault originated in moving picture shows, 
in some instances the perpetrators being the 
employes of the shows. 

“It is not the purpose of this reference to 
bring an indictment against the moving picture 
show, which. under proper restrictions may be 
an important and valuable educational and re- 
creative factor, but possible dangers inherent 
in performances carried on in the darkness, and 
the observance of safeguards by parents or 
guardians, and of the strict enforcement of the 
law for the protection of children."’

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PROFESSIONAL RACES 


To Be Feature for the Future at Brighton Will 
Make New York Great Racing Center---Rink 
Success Across the Water Doubtful. 


PROFESSIONAL RACES AT BRIGH- 
TON. 


York, July 2.—The first of a series of 
professional races on roller skates, between the 
fastest skaters in the East, will be held next 
Wednesday evening at the Brighton Beach Roller 
ink. The initial event will be at two miles, 
and as this will be the first race of any account 
to be decided in the new rink, the time for the 
event will stand as the record for the distance 
until displaced. The track has been laid out to 
measure sixteen laps to the mile, arid several 
of the racing cracks who have tried the floor 
in trials, pronounce it lightning fast. Starting 
with next Wednesday’s race, the management 
intends to make the Wednesday night races the 
feature of the rink, and with this idea in view, 
will bring together the fastest skaters, not 
only in the metropolitan district, but in the 
country at large. 


CONDITIONS IN ENGLAND.

A large majority of the rinks in Great Britain 


are admitted to be remarkable displays of grace 
and skill. These exhibitions have done a great 
deal in keeping up the character of roller 
skating in Great Britain. 

Frank C. Bostock has made a good sum out 
of his rinking enterprises. He is opening new 
Coney Island shows in Brussels and Paris. Ches- 
ter FP. Crawford having successfully unloaded 
his roller skating interests, is investing in pic- 
ture theatres and scenic railways on the conti- 
nent of Europe. Frank G. Dunn, of New York, 
who had a little money invested in rinks, but 
who made a fortune out of Roman pearls, is also 
largely interested in the picture-show business, 
especially in Italy. In Rome he has a picture 
theatre which cost him $100,000 to equip. 

E. W. McConnell is also exploiting the same

In 
most of the large cities rinking has been ridicu- 
lousiy overdone, far too many rinks having 
been operated. Next season it will be largely a 
question of the survival of the fittest. Many of | 
the rin hitherto operated have been small in| 
size inconvenient and not attractive, besides 
being badly managed... These will not be re- 
opened, but will probably be used for picture 
theatres or bowling alleys. Nevertheless, the 
latest rinking revival has been more definite 
and will endure longer than that of twenty 
years ago. In Europe there are now about a 
thousand rinks. Next season about half that 
number will be in operation. There has already 
begun a great scramble to get jobs by the 
thousands of resident managers, floor managers, 
instructors and skate mechanics who were kept 
busy during the past twelve months, but who 
will fir both work and wages scarcer than 
heretofore 

Among the professional skaters who came 
over with great expectations, only a few are 
left on this side of the Atlantic. The Rexos, 
Bertha Doud Mack, and Harley Davidson re 
turned the United States with some cash 
and more experience. Charley Franks and his 
wife and daughter, Fred Bennett and his wife, 
and Daisy Davis are in Buenos Ayres, with in- 


definite prospects, and Jennie Darling Is still in 
England, meeting with onl ypartial success. 
The only two who still hold on are George Mono- 
ban and John Davidson. Monohan has done very 
well, but Davidson has done better. Personally, 
he is an immense favorite, while his exhibitions

He has also a very successful branch 
in Melbourne and is opening up over there more 
for the spring trade. He can command all the 
money he wants in this city, for they know a 
man of business when they bump up against him.
